(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, July 19.— The shrill notes of 
a siren blown by compreBsed air will 
next summer guide steamships through 
the straits of Belle Isle in foggy weather. 
Such at least are the plans which the 
chief engineer of the marine department 
has well under way. Should they prove 
Bucceasful, the scheme will he an in- 
novation in more ways than one. Not 
only is the use of ^mpresaed air instead 
of steam a novelty in itself, but the 
chief engineer proposes to generate this 
pneumatic force in a way which is (juite 
original in marine practice. Instead of 
the usual steam boiler, the force for com' 
pressing will be furnished by a jet 
wheel driven by water power with a fall 
of 126 feet. The compressed air will be 
driven in pipes a distance of 2,400 feet 
to the top of the eminence of which the 
lighthouse and signal station are 
situated. As the straits are only navi- 
gable during the late sprint; and sum- 
mer months, water power will be easily 
available for the entire period during 
which the signal will be of service to 
passing eteaniers. The special advan- 
tage of this pneumatic-hydraulic device 
is its simplicity and safety. One of the 
most fruitful sources of accident to signal 
apparatus is explosion of steam boilers. 
The architect of the llghtliouse branch 
of the department lelt to-day by the 
steamer Aberdeen from (iuebec to super- 
intend the erection of the buildings ; and 
the machinery, which will be of the best, 
will be supplied by the British light- 
house board in time for installation next 
autumn. 

Lieut.-Col. Wm. White, C.M.G., dep- 
uty postmaster-general, has been super- 
annuated and Dr. Robt.

" SUNNY WAYS OF CONCILIATION." 

How They Were Not Practised by Uanltoba 
Ministers Upon the Ablegate. 

Touo-NTO, July 19. — The ^Montreal cor- 
respondent of the World says : " A 
missionary who has just reached here 
from Manitoba talks freely regarding 
Mgr. del Val's visit to the West. His 
l''ixcellency, the priest declares, was 
greatly grieved at the discourtesy shown 
him by the Manitoba ministers. There 
was, in fact, a total absence of that loy- 
alty and dignity which Mgr. Merry del 
Val expected from the minlstera of the 
crown." He found that the provincial 
minietcra knew nothing whatever of 
diplomatic eti(iuette, in fact, after pro- 
mising certain concessions would bo 
made, nothing whatever was done, and 
liis J'lxcellency has returned to Rome 
indignant." 

The same writer says : ''It turns out 
now that the J^iberal members of the 
Quebec legislature addressed a petition 
to the Pope for a delegate in December 
last. This address informed the Pope 
that an election was i)robuble in Febru- 
ary or March ; that in the election of 
IH'Jii the majority of the clergy enter- 
vened in the contest to the detriment of 
the Liberal party; that this interven- 
tion was still more general at the fed- 
eral election on June 23, and it contin- 
ues : ' The undersigned believe in their 
soul and conscience that this interven- 
tion, in these last fights, was inoppor- 
tune, unjustified, disiistrous to the pres- 
tige of the clergy and the efEciency of 
their autliority, and wo regret to say it 
givoa to tl e enemies of the clergy an 
opportunity to assert that the Catholic 
is not able, like the Protestant, to freely 
exercise hia rights as a citizen, follow- 
ing his judgment aud conscience. The 
influence of the Canadian clergy upon 
our Catholic populatioa at large, the 
signers would not have circumscribed. 
They would rather see this influence ex- 
pand.' "

POWERS MAKE A MOVE. 

Turkish Government Must Make Good Its 
Promises or Coercion Will Be 
Applied. 

Constantinople, July 19.— The am- 
bassadora have informed the Porte that 
they wish a written declaration as to the 
intentions of tlie Turki's government, 
which have hitherto been communicated 
orally by Tewfik Pasha. The ambassa- 
dors stated that they will suspend peace 
negotiations and refer the whole matter 
to their respective governments with a 
view to adopting coercive measures. 

London, July 19.— The Daily Tele- 
graph's Vienna correspondent learns 
from a trustworthy source that the Brit- 
ish government has demanded the im- 
mediate coercion of Turkey. Russia, 
on the other hand, has declared that the 
moment for coercion has not arrived, 
and that the situation must not be com- 
plicated. Germany, the correspondent 
says, has concurred in this view. 

Bkultn, July 19. — According to special 
dispatches received here, Emperor Nich- 
olas has telegraphed the Sultan demand- 
ing the immediate evacuation of Thes- 
saly, he threatening that otherwise Rus- 
sian troops will cross the Turkish fron- 
tier. It is said here semi-officially to- 
day that all the powers except Great 
Britain have eoneented to this course.

SEALS IN ¥0 DANGER, 

That Is What Mr. Curzon Told the House 
of Commons, 

London, July 19. — In the House of 
Commons to-day Hon. George Curzon, 
under secretary for foreign aflairs, reply- 
ing to Mr. Davitt, said that the govern- 
ment was convinced that seals in Behr- 
ing Sea are in no immediate danger at 
present. The British government had 
declined, he added, the request of the 
United States for a conference to consid 
er some adequate regulations to prevent 
the extermination of seals, as such a 
conference would be premature until ex- 
perts now engaged in making investiga- 
tions could make their report. 

In the course of the debate on the for- 
eign oflice vote. Sir Charles Dilke, Radi- 
cal, said: "The gravest foreign ques- 
tion at the present moment grows out of 
our relations with the United States, 
and if the matter is not dwelt upon it is 
because the government is conscious 
that in these difhcult matters it cannot 
count on the aupporl of the entire 
house." 



MANITOBA AND N0ETHWE8T. 

Winnipeg's Indastrial Exhibition a Greater 
Success Than Ever— A Sword Swal- 
lower's Mishap, 

WiNNii'KG, July 19. — The seventh .in- 
nual industrial exhibition is now fairly 
opened. Year by year since its inaugu- 
ration there has been marked advance 
in almost every direction, and yet in no 
previous year has this been so marked 
as will be noted in connection with the 
present fair. There are 100 more exhi- 
bitors than ever recorded previously, 
and this means in the neighborhood ol 
1,000 additional entries. Among the 
Ontario men here to act as judges 
are: Dr. O'Neill, of London, judge 
of the heavy draught horses ; 
John Gardhouse, of Highlields, 
judge of light horses; John Isaac, of 
Toronto, judge of cattle; A.Johnston, 
of Greenwood, Out., judge of sheep and 
swine ; L. G. Jarvis, professor in the 
model farm institute of Guelph, judge of 
poultry; Mr. McLare, M. P. for Perth, 
judge of horses. The chief attractions 
at the fair grounds to-day were bicycle 
races, judging of stock, 'etc., and the 
"siege of Algiers" fireworks presenta- 
tion. The city is crowded with visitors, 
and it is a difficult matter to get hotel 
accommodation. 

A young boy, the eon of John Case- 
well, a farmer at Osier, was drowned in 
a reservoir at that place yesterday while 
swimminir.

Seattlk, July 19.— Lieut.-Governor 
C. H. Mackintosh, of the Northwest 
Territories, who has been in the city for 
the past couple of days, living quietly at 
the Rainier Olub) came here to meet hia 
son, who is going North Thursday on, the 
Portland, and whose destination is Daw- 
son City. The Governor was also anxious 
to meet Inspector .Strickland, who re- 
turned from the Yukon on the Port- 
land. Governor Mackintosh said last 
night that the information imparted by 
the ofBcers of the mounted police was of 
such a nature as to fully corroborate the 
marvellous revelation recently pub- 
lished. ' 

The Lieutenant-Governor gave some 
interesting particulars in referenciB to 
the government of the Ter'riloriea, 'ex- 
plaining that hia prerogatives extend 
from the east boundary of Alaska to the 
Hudson bay and North Labrador, and 
from the Arctic ocean to the interna- 
tional boundary line, and including iu 
its southern portion the three organized 
districts. Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Aasiniboia. In 1894, and previously, the 
Yukon was explored by the federal gov- 
ernment explorer, W. Ogilvie; Dr. Daw- 
son, director general of the geo- 
logical survey, and Mr. McConnell. 
Bishop Bampos, of the Church 
of England, having his see at Fort Ciida- 
hy, represented to the Hon. T. M. Daly, 
then minister of the interior, and Sir 
John Thompson, premier, that it was 
highly important that Canada should 
claim and name the district between the 
Rocky mountaina and Alaska, and sug- 
gested that it be called the Yukon. He 
also suggested that a detachment of : the 
Northwest police force be sent there to 
build an outpost, raise the British Hag 
and establish law and order. 

In 1895 Inspector Constantine, who 
had gone there in 189-1, returned witli 
Capt. Strickland and twenty members of 
the Mounted Police. Mr. Constantine, 
besides being stipendiary magistrate, 
was also clothed with the authority of 
gold commissioner and collector of eiis- 
toms. Of the endurance and energy of 
the men the inspector cannot speak too 
highly. In the latter part of the year 
between .$5,000 and $6,000 was sent out 
as customs collections, and since that 
time the amount has been largely in- 
creased. 

In speaking of American miners in 
the Yukon and through the Canadian 
territory, 6ov, Maekiatofh aaya that 
those who have made discoveries and 
complied with the laws are on the same 
plane as British subjects, entitled to the 
same rights, privileges and protection. 
This, according to Gov. Mackintosh, is 
in line with the policy of the Canadian 
government in its desire to encouraK ^ 
the best of American miners, who ar<j 
considered the bort miners in the world, 
to go to the Northwest Territory and 
assist in its development. 

Gov. Mackintosh then spoke of tho 
unwritten laws of the district and of the 
sense of honor that prevails among the 
men who have gone into the district aa 
miners. Inspector Strickland had told 
him that he had walked into a cabin in 
which more than a quarter of a millioa 
dollars lay unprotected. While its value 
was recognized on all sides, no attompt 
was made at any time to steal it. Food 
that is cached along the trails is unmo- 
lested. If a hungry man passes along bo 
takes a nibble, but that is all. There 
are unwritten laws of the miners that 
have a foundation of honor, and if any 

iolation of the customs of tho districts 
were jierpetrated it would be a sorry day 
for the person wlio tried to take advan- 
tage of the trust imposed upon all. 

Governor Mackintosh took advantage 
of the opportunity to say that Clondyko 
is the correct spelling, aud not Klon- 
dike, as is usual in the United Stateij. 
To this much discussed district the 
gold area i.s not confined. There 
are nearlj- 0,000 miles of water- 
ways, connected with and tributary 
to " the McKenzie, Porcupine, Liard, 
Pelly, Lewis and Yukon" rivers, not 
mentioning the Stewart and Hootalin- 
qua rivers. Some of these are very 
large creeks from twenty to litty feet 
wide. All liave gold-bearing gravel. 

For instance, Dominion creek appears 
to piomise (juito as rich a yield as tho 
ivlondyke. "To bo candid," said Mr. 
Mackintoali, '' it would seem as though 
this placer area will be inexhaustible, and 
poaaible to work for yearn to come, wliile 
the old Hudson Bay explorers state that 
some of the quartz miiicH, north and 
west of the Yukon will yield from 
$200 to $300 per ton, free mill- 
ing ore. Added to this the tim- 
ber supply in various sizes follows 
all of the water stretches. Coal has been 
tound in the valley of Forty-Mile creek 
and at other points,"

STIERINe UP THE GOVERNMENT. 

A Liberal Paper Urges That This Dominion 
Should Have Some Benefit From 
Its Gold. 

WiNN»'«o» July 19.— The Tribune says 
editorially: "It seems too bad that the 
momenta bonanza like the Klondyke 
miniug region is struck it is sure to 1x3 
pounced upon by f^reedy Americans, who 
succeed in making fortunes in a very 
brief time. Wiiy could not bo rich a re- 
gion be preserved for Canadians"? We 
leoommend to the government the ad- 
Tisability of taking steps at once to pre- 
vent foreigners goubling up bo rich a leg- 
acy as nature has deposited in that far- 
off country. Tlie heritage is Canadian, 
and it should be reserved for Canadians. 
' If prompt measures were taken the re- 
sult might be to preserve for Canadians 
the fortunes that lie hidden in the sand 
in that coinitry. The United States are 
none too generous to Canada, that we 
should have any 8cru|)le8 about protect- 
ing our own interests in such a case as 
i;he one under consideration." 

ANGEKED MR. BALFOUR. 

Attack Upon the Government for AIlcKed 
Shielding of South African Coiivpany. 

London, July 1!).— Alter a lively de- 
bate to-day, Mr. Balfour, the First Lord 
of the Treasury, promised that a day 
would be fixed for the discassion of the 
South African inquiry; A warm pas 
sage-at-arms occurred between Mr. 
Arnold Forster, member for West 
Belfast, and Mr. Balfour. The 
former sharply attacked the gov- 
ernment for, as he said, trying to 
avoid a discussion of the subject, and 
declaring that an intentional policy of 
concealment with regard to the allairs 
of the South Africa Company had been 
Dursued. 

Mr. Balfour, flushed with anger, re- 
torted with a series of personal sneers, 
and insisted that the leadera of the op- 
position were jointly responsible for 
what the government had or had not 
omitted to do. Mr. Balfour's departure 
from his usual courtesy was received 
with loud protests from the Radicals, 
and the Conservatives were only luke- 
warm in their support. 

THE FUTURE OP COREA. 

Great Britain Will Sue Its Independence 
Maintained and Keep Russia OH". 

London, July lU.— In the Commons 
to-day Mr, Onrzon made a statement, on 
the Foreign Office vote, with reference 
to Corea, during which, after making 
li(;ht of the British trade interests there, 
he said: " Our inaiu interest in to see 
the independence of Corea maintained, 
and that she is not territorially or ad- 
ministratively joined to Russia and that 
her harbors be nut made the basis of 
operations which might disturb the bal- 
ance of power in the L^ast, or give any 
power maritime control of the Eastern 
seas. If any such attempt be made it 
will be for us to protect our own inter- 
ests."

Col. Crocker's Funeral. 

Han FiiA.s'<.:isc(), July I'j. — Tlie re- 
luaiuH of Col. Charles K. Crocker will be 
buried with Masonic honors to-niorrow 
afternoon. It is expected that the man- 
agement of the big Crocker estate will 
now devolve on George Crocker. Gen. 
Hubbard, of New York, is the man moat 
■ prominently mentioned as the probable 
Bucceasor of Col. Crocker as first vice- 
president of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. 

Bargaining for Warships. 
NewYouk, June 19.— The Herald's 
correepondent in Rio .laueiro says that 
the United States and .fapan have com- 
municated with Brazil, which is badly 
off financially, with the idea of the poa- 
eible purchase of warships now building 
for Brazil in EuKland and Germany.

How It Has Passed the Conference 
Committee— Hawaiian Snt;ar 
Treaty Protected. 



Reciprocity and Ketaliatiou Both 
Provided For— No Tax on 
Stocks and Bonds.) 



Washington, July IS.— The tariff bill 
was pushed through the conference stage 
to day. The statement of the Republican 
conference nliadu the following amongst 
other explanations of the changes agreed 
upon : 

The house tigrees to the souato amend- 
ment as to the reduction on lead ore to 
1 cents, and pig lead is placed at '2\, 
cents. Nickel ore and nickel matte are 
left on the free list, as provided by the 
house. 

All sawed lumber except sawed tim- 
ber exceeding; ei^ht imdiea stiuaro ia left 
at the rate of .$2 per 1,000, as provided by 
the house. Planed luuibor ia also placed 
at the house rates. 

A compromise between the house and 
the senate rates on cattle is agrocil to. 
In iieueral the duties proposed on agri- 
cultural products are the same as those 
in the act of 1890. 

Fieh are placed^at rates a little higher 
than those whioli' were provided by the 
act of 1800 and a little lower than the 
house rates. 

The parat^raph in relation toBUv;ar has 
the followinj; : " I'rovided, that iiulliin;; 
herein contained shall bo so construed 
as to abro>;ati! or ia any matter impair 
or affect the j)rovi8ioiia of the treaty of 
coniniercial reciprocity conchulod be- 
tween the United States and the Kingof 
the Hawaiian islanils, January l!0, ISIh, 
or the proviaiona of any act of Coiigreas 
hert'tol'oie paasetl for the ?anie."' 

The following waa substituted for the 
paragraph on hewn timber: Timber 
hewn, sided, or sqiuired (not less than 
eii:ht inches square), and round timber 
used for spars or in buililin;; wharves, 1 
cent per cubic foot. The house rate of 
oO per cent, ad valorem is restored on 
casks and barrels, sugar box shooks, etc. 

The following changes were made in 
the free list: The provision allowing 
cattle, iiorses, sheep or _ other domestic 
animals straying or driven across the 
boundary line of another country for 
pasturage purposes to be brought back 
free of duty is modified so as to continue 
this privilege for the specilied time of 
aix months. 

The paragraph relating to the free in- 
troduction of books, libraries and rea- 
sonable furniture of persons from for- 
eign countries was altered so as to pro- 
vide that where they were not intro- 
duced for sale they were to be allowed 
free entrance where they had not been 
so used for less than one year. 

The paragraph in regard to the free 
admission of liah caught by American 
fishermen, amended bo aa to include 
salmon on the free list, which were spe- 
cially excepted by the senate bill, as 
agreed upon reads as follows: Fresh 
fish, frozen or packed in ice, caught in 
the great lakes or other fresh waters by 
citizens of the United States. 

Paragraph 218, relating to cattle, as it 
passed the senate, was changed some- 
what as to rates, .'(11.75 being fixed as the 
rate on cattle valued at not more than 
.$14 per head, instead of ^Ji.fjO, while an 
ad valorem rate of 27'._. per cent, ad 
valorem was fixed on cattle of a greater 
value, instead of 25 per cent, in the sen- 
ate amendment. 

I'aragraph 2()1 was amended eo as to 
specifically provide that fresli mackerel, 
halibut or salmon should be dutiable at 
the rate of 1 cent per pound as well as 
the pickled or saltecl article. 

Tliere were comparatively few chantrea 
in the sundries. The senate amendment 
on bituminous coal, fixing the rate of 
07 cents, was accepted without change. 

The reciprocity provision as agreed to 
by the conference contains some of the 
features of both the senate and house 
bills. It also contains some retaliatory 
measures. What may he termed the re- 
taliatory clause of the proviso is 
that which empowers the Presi- 
dent to suspend by proclamation 
the provisions of this act provid- 
ing for the free introduction of coll'ee 
tea, totniuin or tonka beans and vanilla 
beans comint; from any country wliicli 
impoees duties upon products of the 
L'nited States, which he may deem to be 
reciprocally unequal and unreasonable. 
The rates which he may thus inii)08e 
are: On coffee, 3 cents per pound; on 
tea, lU cents per pound; on tonka 
beans, 5 cents per pound ; on vanilla 
beans, $2 per pound. The presi- 
dent is required to act within 
two years in securing these reciprocal 
treatien, and they are to be submitted 
to the senate for its ratification. Articles 
are to be reduced to Ihe extent of 20 per 
cent, in these treaties, and the i)r(!si- 
dent is specifically authori/.ed to enter 
into iiegotiationH which will place these 
articles on the free list for an expressed 
period of five years. 

The senate amendment providing for 
a tax on stocks and bonds was striken 
out . 

riiere is also a provifo exacting 
additional duty of one-teiilh for 
each dollar of export duty per coril ini- 
])oaed by any country exporting wood 
ulp to the United States. 



The Cabinet Deliberaliiii,'. 

Ottawa, July 19.— The cabinet are 
considering the adoption of a policy con- 
cerning the Yukon gold fields, in view of 
the report of the great wealth of the 
Yukon and its tribiitary streams. It is 
not believed wise for Canada to allow 
Americans and other ffireignors to come 
in and carry oil' the natural wealtli of 
Canada without paying a substantial 
royalty on all gold taken out. A royalty 
of ten, fifteen or twenty per cent, is 
suggested. 

To Advertise Toronto. 

Toronto, July It is expected that 
the Australian premiers will be in Tor- 
onto the first week of August. The city 
corporation and the board of trade will 
make things pleasant for them during 
their short stay in Toronto. 



THE ANDRBB iBALLOON. 

ExdtlBr' Incidents of Its Departure on the 
' 'iVv,,,si Expedition to the Pole. 

Beklin, Juiy-lO.— The beat scientific 
opinion here is'not sarigiiihe of the suc- 
cess of Herr Andree's undertaking. 
Further details have been received as to 
the exciting circumstances under which 
the ascent was made fi"om the Island 
of Tromsoe, in the midst of a 
strong wind, which fretiuontly blew in 
fierce gusts. The cook had carefully 
stowed in a small barrel the first dinner 
to be eaten aloft and Herr Fraenkel took 
along a few bottles of beer for immediate 
use. l'"rom the west side of_ the balloon 
waved the Swedish colors, side by side 
with a white silk flag adorned with a 
blue anchor, the gift of a woman friend 
of the aeronaut. Immediately under 
the balloon "waa fastened diagon- 
ally a piece of bamboo to which 
were attacl^ed sails like wings, 
which the aeronauts hoped to be able 
to numipuhite from the car by means 
of ropes. Shortly before 2:30 p.m. on 
July n, Andree was ready. He shook 
hands heartily with thoee who were 
asBembleii in the balloon house, nodded 
to the astonished trappers, who stood 
watching him, and addres.sed warm 
and heart ful words to all whoso hands 
he could not reach. Tlieii the trio, An- 
dree, Strindbery, and Fraenkel, 
Dtaiuling in thu car, severed the ropea 
holding the balloon, while Andree 
counted " One, two, three." The balloon 
rose majestically, while Andree gii/.ed in 
Imppy conlideiu^e upon tlioae who re- 
mained behind. Then all three waved 
their caps and shouted "Greetings to 
all at home in Sweden." After the nar- 
row escape of being driven against the 
rock in Sweerinburg Sound, the balloon 
was seen moving northward easily, as 
Andree wished, over the flat peninsula 
of Mollaendernaes. It will probably be 
driven toward Greenland or the north 
coast of America.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, July 20. — A Colonist re- 
porter obtained the following additional 
information in regard to tlie French 
miBflion to P.ritish Oolumbia: The 
Frencti govoiniiient commiesionera, two 
young miuiug engineers, Mr. Paul Jor- 
dan, brother of Mr, Camille Jordan, 
French consul for British Columbia, and 
D. Duaaert, will arrive in Vancouver 
Bliortly. liotli theeo gentlemen belong 
to the Corps National due Miaea, a body 
of public servantg very mucli like H. M. 
inspectors for coal and metalliferous 
mining in the United Jvingdom or the 
geological survey of the United States. 
They were educated lirat at tlio " Kcole 
Polyteclini(iue," aud graduated after in 
the iOcole des Mines, or nuning school 
of Paris, for a term of three years. The 
Ecole des Mines enjoys a wide celebrity 
on account of its magnilicent mineral 
collections. Very rare specimens of ores 
and fossils are to be found there. The 
origin of this collection was as follows : 
At the exciting time of tbe great min- 
eral discoveriea in California and Aus- 
tralia some mine owners, wishing to have 
their ores tested in a thoroughly scientific 
manner aent in some samples for assay- 
ing to the laboratory of the Ecole dea 
Mines. They got the returns all right, 
and when they asked wliat the fees 
were got the reply that there was no 
charge whatever, the laboratory being a 
purely acientilic institution supported 
i)y the I'Vench government for purposes 
of science aud learning. The mine 
owners were surprised and gratified ; 
some of them were even inclined to aay 
"Tliey manage these things better in 
France.'' However, miners are not 
mean; they run proverbially into tlie 
opposite extreme, and desiring to show 
their gratitude whenever some rare speci- 
men of ore or curions fossil was found 
they sent it to the museum of the Ecole 
des Mines at Paris. 

Messrs. Paul Jordan and D. Dussert, on 
application on their behalf by Mr. 
Oamille Jordan, French consul, are to 
receive every possible consideration 
from the British Columbia government, 
which realizes the disinterested char- 
acter of tlieir task and its usefulness in 
attracting the notice of the French pub- 
lic to our mineral resources. Colonel 
Baker, the minister for mines, has been 
pleased to instruct the gold commission- 
ers to allbrd these gentlemen every 
facility and all the information possible. 

The Japanese who was crushed at the 
Royal City Planing Mills, and taken to 
the hospital, died last night from weak- 
ness resulting from the necessary ampu- 
tation of hia legs and the shock of the 
accident. The deceased was adjusting a 
chain around a wheel used in hoisting 
waste wood, when the machinery started 
up unexpectedly, resulting in the acci- 
dent. The coroner's jury inspected the 
machinery to-day, and made some aug- 
eeptions. 

~ The horses attached to a Steveston 
stage ran away yesterday with some- 
what serious results. While the stage 
waj being rushed down a hill at terrific 
speed, just outside the city limits, the 
passengers jumped from their seats, 
landing on brustl on the side of the road, 
and none of them were aeriously injur- 
ed. The driver, Eichard O'Neill, was 
thrown against a log and sustained seri- 
ous injuries. He was taken to the city 
hospital. 

The council are now conaidering a 
question of responsibility. An old 
wharf formerly used by the Moodyvillo 
Mill Company is in a shocking state, 
big holes having rotted in the planks in 
a score of places. Several accidents and 
narrow escapes from death have already 
been chronicled owing to its condition. 

Owing to his absence inKootenay Aid. 
Shaw's seat at tbe council board has been 
declared vacant. 

The Ivootenay Mining Protective Aa- 
aociation having asked tlie council to 
pass a resolution tleprecating the export 
duty on ores, the council nave decided 
that it would be injudicious to take any 
action in tlie matter. 

Capt. Babbingtoii of Mount Pleasant 
died last night. The deceased lias been 
in Vancouver for the past ten years. He 
was formerly connected with the Inman 
line of BteaiTierB. 

A .lapanese named Toki Yimoosuke 
was drowned near the Sandheads light- 
house on the lf)tti. A Japaneae society 
has offered $50 for the recovery of his 
body. 

The Orphan Boy case is in progress in 
Vancouver before Capt. Mellon, J. P., 
and R. A. Anderson, 8.M., J. W. llas- 
kine, and H. A. Brown, as manager and 
secretary of the company, are charged 
by A. i'j. Ciarvey aud others with con- 
spiring to defraud the shareholdora of 
the company by collusively obtaining 
judgment against tbe said company and 
forcing the sale of the company's pro- 
perty by means of the judgment. Bail 
was fixed at $(>,000 for Mr. Haskins and 
at $1,500 for Mr. Brown. 

The steamer Uapilano leaves for Alaska 
to-morrow. Among her cargo will be 
68 head of cattle and 20 horaes for Klon- 
dyke. 

Service to the park over the new Pen- 
der street tram route will be in oper- 
ation to-morrow.

TIN AND STEEL. 

Port Angeles Expects to Have the New 
Works Started in Short Order. 

Two visitors from Port Angeles yester- 
day were Sir. John Cain and Mr. G. T. 
Ulmer, editor of the Tort Angeles Tri- 
bune-Times, Mr. Cain represents a 
company of Fittsbarg peo|>le who intend 
starting a steel, iron and tin plate works 
at Fort Angeles. In epeakinc about this 
enterprise last nigbt Mr. Cain stated 
that the works will include an open 
hearth steel plant with a capacity of 36 
tons per day, foundry and machine 
shops, Btieet iron mills and a complete 
plant for turiiinjj out tin plate. Theec 
workH he went on to explain will cost 
^7511,000 and <;ive employment to between 
500 and TOO men, The inducement 
offered to the company was a grant of 
land of the value of i;;75,000 at Port 
Angeles, more than half of which was 
raisetl at one meeting of the property 
owners of the ])lace. The company, of 
which the president is Mr. Wm. Price, 
who for many years baa been aiialynt for 
the Woods Tube Works, at jMcKeesport, 
Pennsylvania. The demand for the phi le 
on the' Pacific coast, Mr. Cain says, is 
$,S,000,000 a year and practically all of 
t is shipped from Pittsburg at a cost of 
$15 a ton freight. Goasideriag that the 
tin ingots used for making the piate are 
shipped to Pittsburg from Australia, Mr. 
Cain believea that the saving in freight 
bv manuiacliiring on the Coast will en- 
able the propuaed works to conrol the 
tin trade on the Coast. Part of the iron 
to he used in the works it ifl propo.sed to 
net from Ijritish Cohimhia, and Mr. 
Cain's visit was partly in connection 
with some i)ro|)ertiea owned by Vic- 
torians with whom he liopea to 
make contracts for a supply of ore. 
A number of the mem hers of the com- 
pany will be on the Coast soon, and it is 
proposed to hold a meeting in room 2, 
Williams block, npatalrs, on Saturday 
evening, when it ia expected that all the 
Victoria holders of Port Angeles pro- 
perty will attend, espeoially as one of 
the principals connected with the_ enter- 
prise will be present and explain ttie 
situation fully.

■''KLONLYKE IS IN CANADA. 

The San Francisco Call, referring to 
the riches of the Klondyke, calls it "a 
veritable boom for Alaska." There is 
not a line in its article to indicate that 
the Klondyke is in Canadian territory 

The Tacoma F^edger speaks of the 
Klondyke as " Alaska's Golden Sands, 
says there is probably more of just such 
ground in Alaska and claims that the 
State of Washington will necessarily be 
the source of supply for merchandize of 
all descriptiouB. 

The Seattle Times and the Seattle 
Post-Intelligenuer, while not so rash as 
to claim that the great discoveries are in 
Alaska, carefiiliy avoid saying that they 
are in Canada, and claim for their city 
and state the paramount right to the 
whole of the great trade to ' be devel- 
o.oed. 

The Portland Oregoiiian treats the 
Klondyke na though it were in United 
Stages territory and insists that Port 
land can and will control its businees. 

The San Francisco Chronicle treats 
Die future prospects of the Yukon and 
(utrefully avoids mentioning that the 
great gold fields are in Canada. 

So it is with all the United States 
jinpers. They either claim the Klon 
dyke as being in Alaska, or conceal the 
fact that it is in Canada. The result is 
the same in any case, for'the impression 
is created that, the mines being in 
United States territory, the proper place 
to bny supplies is in United States cities 
and the proper way to get there is by 
United States steamers. It is time that 
this sort of thing was counteracted. The 
ijcople of the Jiast, who are bound for 
the Yukon, must be taught that the 
great gold fields are on undeveloped 
Canadian soil, that the best places to 
buy goods are in Canadian cities and that 
the best way to get there is by Canadian 
steamers. 

When the Dominion government 
awakens autiicieutly to the importance 
of this trade to put custom-house oflicora 
in the passes and establish a port of en- 
try on, say, Tagish Lake, the fact that 
the gold fields are Canadian will be for- 
cibly demonstrated. We believe this 
will be very shortly tlone. 

In the meantime, everything ought to 
1;L' (lone that can be done to bring the 
Yukon business to Victoria. The C. T 
N. Company have been alive to the op- 
])ortunity, and the splendid steamer 
Tslauder is to go at once on the route. 

THE CASSIAH HAIL WAY AID BILL 

The Trail Creek Miner has "figured it 
o It " that the area " alienated " by the 
Cassiar Central railway bill is 
!>,'1S(),-1S9 acres. The Miner gives, 
aj its authority for the aliena- 
ation proposition, the Hon. D. W. 
liiggins. There are some points on 
which Mr. Higgins is doubtless very 
g0L)d authority, but when it comes to 
statute law, tlie best possible authority 
ia the statute book, and if the Miner 
will take that, it will find itself utterly 
unable to spell out of its provisions 
authority for stating that by the Cassiar 
railway aid act a single square foot of 
land is alieaated for one minute. 

The Cassiar Central railway has until 
.Tuly 1, 1899, to begin work of construc- 
tion, and if it does not begin work by 
that time any selection it may make in 
the meantime will be utterly void after 
that. The company is entitled to 700,- 
000 acres, that is, to a lease of that area 
for thirty-live years. It must select 
such land within five years from the pas- 
sage of the act. The area within which 
the selection must bo made is, practi- 
cally speaking, 10,000,000 acres. The 
Miner figures it out at something less, 



and perhaps it is right; but that is quite 
mmaterial, .becauBQ' the conipany will 
not get a lease' for more than 700,000 
acres. 

The provision that the company has 
five years in which to make its selection 
only means that it shall not make any 
selection after five years, not that it has 
the whole 10,000,000 acres under reserve 
for the five years. There is not a line in 
the act reserving the 10,OUO,000 acres, 
and the crown cannot be divested of its 
prerogative right to grant lands except 
by express legislative enactment. But 
in order to remove all doubts on this 
point, the act expressly says : 

" Notwithstanding the foregoing sec- 
tions (that is those providing for the 
selection and lease of the land) free 
miners shall be entitled to enter upon 
said lauds, prospect and explore for min- 
erals and locate and record claims there- 
on according to the mining laws now in 
force in the province." 

There may be plainer words in which 
this can be stated, so that neither Mr. 
Higgins nor the Miner will fail to grasp 
its meaning; but we do not know what 
they are. If any free miner wants to 
mine in the district, within which the 
Cassiar Central Kailway Company must 
select its lands, he can, until the com- 
j)any has made its selection, go uf c: 
the land as freely and acquire 
rights there as freely -as in any 
other jjart of British Cc'.umbia. If any 
one wants to go up Jiero and pre-empt 
land for farminp. jjarposes he may do so. 
In fact, any cue can do anything iu that 
part of British Columbia that he can do 
iu any other part of British Columbia, 
until such time, within five years from 
the close of the last session of the legis- 
lature, as the Cassiar Central Railway 
Company shall select 700,000 acres 
blocks four miles square. We hope this 
makes the matter clear. 



THE PANAMA CANAL. 

A great deal of interest attaches to the 
report, which comes from Paris, to the 
effect that a great combination of capi- 
talists has been formed to complete the 
Panama Canal at the cost of $100,000,000. 
It ia alleged that the endorsement of 
their plana by the British, French and 
United States governments ia exjiected, 
and that the Kothsohilds are financing 
tlie all'air. One hardly knows what to 
say about a proposition of this kind. 
There is not much doubt that the Pan- 
ama Canal will be completed. Work is 
steadily progressing, and there is every 
probability that the work can be done 
for the sum stated. In point of fact it 
is altogether probable that the I'anama 
Canal can be completed in a shorter 
time and for less money than the pro- 
posed Nicaragua waterway. There is 
nothing intrinsically improbable, there- 
fore, in the formation of a. strong syndi- 
cate to carry the project through. 

A very large amount of money has 
been invested in Panama canal shares, 
which for a long time have sold at not 
much more than a nominal figure. The 
completion of the work would send them 
up in price and millions of money could 
be made out of them. Aa the canal 
would probably j)ay big dividends it 
would be a prolitable venture to com- 
plete it, for tlie rise in the vahieof shares 
would give a syndicate, if it controlled 
them, nearly enough money to finish the 
work. By this we mean that, supposing 
any strong combination of financiers to 
have actiuired the greater part of the 
outstanding canal shares, they could, by 
undertaking to finish the canal, sell the 
shares to the public for nearly all the 
money that would be needed. There is, 
therefore, a speculative incentive for the 
plan proposed. 

As is well known, the plan of a strong 
party in the United States is to have the 
NiL;aragiia canal (jontroUed by the go\ - 
ernmunt of that country exclusively. 
The governmeut lias on several occasions 
taken the same position ; but it is yet 
premature to say that the country is 
committed to such a policy. Certainly 
the country is not yet committed to the 
construction of the canal at the public 
expense, and has no jurisdii'tion in Nic- 
aragua any way. It might be possible 
for Great Britain and France to secure 
the co-operation of the United States for 
a joint control of the canal, and here we 
have a political incentive for the propos- 
ed arrangement. 

For the above reasons, while it would 
bo premature to accept the reportas cor- 
rect, it would be absurd to haaten to dis- 
credit it altogether. I'^xcept BO far as 
securing the co-operation of the three 
governments, there is nothing that a 
strong financial combination could not 
readilj' overcome. 



Tin; Times has discovered a great 
variety of changes that are about to he 
made in the Provincial government. 
Signs of impending upheaval are not 
ipparent in government circles. We 
would advise no one to pack his grip- 
sack and come to Victoria in the hope of 
finding a vacant chair at the executive 
board awaiting him.

There ia an Indian word Throu-duich, 
which means " plenty of fish," and this 
has been twisted into the word which 
O^'Uvie spells Klondak, and others 
Klondyke. "

OwiNc; to some slight changes having 
been made at a late hour Sunday after- 
noon, the majority report of the com- 
mittee appointed to examine the defect- 
ive and unsanitary buildinga was some- 
what misquoted in yesterday's review of 
the city council proceedings.

island, at Clayoquot Sound, the newly- 
found copper-gold claimsare being open- 
ed up. Mr. M. A. Ward, of Alberni, 
who reached town yesterday, is interest- 
ed with several others in a group of 
claims at Clayoquot, and on one of these, 
the Ilattie Green, a contract has been 
lot and men are now driving a tunnel to 
crosscut the vein. The ore, which ia 
co|)per, carrying gold, assays as high aa 
15 per cent, in cojjper. The ledge can 
be traced for six miles, and a slide on 
the mountain has laid bare the vein for 
a long distance. The property is only 
three-quarters of a mile from the sea 
-and assays have go je as high aa ^8 in 
gold at the surface as well as very high 
in copper. The vein will be struck at a 
distance of 40 feet and already the tun- 
nel is in 15 feet. There are 200 claims 
already staked out in this district, Mr, 
Ward states, and two survey parties un- 
der Mr. Going and Mr. Smith are at 
l)reaent surveying claims there. Mr. 
Ward is staying at the Oriental.

The <lays of the Cariboo rush are 
brought vividly to the minds of all old- 
timers by the developments of the past 

few days — only Klondyke is now the 
magic word that replaces Cariboo. It 
only required the return of Messrs, 
Sloan and Wilkerson, whom everybody 
knows personally, to set the imagination 
on fire and seal the half-formed deter- 
mination of many to have a share in the 
treasure that ia being wrested from 
bountiful nature in the land of the Far 
North. It is not alone the mining men 
who have become infected witUthe pre- 
vailing enthusiasm. Here, aa well as in 
Seattle, i)rofe8sional men and merchants, 
laborers and artisans, are one in their 
readiness to brave the dangers of the 
wilderness, in the hope of sharing the 
golden reward. Klondyke is lieard 
wherever men are gathered in conversa- 
tion — " When do you think of going?" 
ia the familiar salutation of the hour. 

And now that a local steamer ia to 
make at least two trips to the border of 
the treasure land, no doubt many more 
will hazard the journey than otherwise 
would. The steamer is the C.P.N. Co " 
Islander, which went round to the 
Esquimalt marine railway yesterday to 
be made ready for the new service, and 
which sails for Dyea on Wednesday 
nextandon the 15th of August. Applica- 
tions for passage are already being made, 
and the indications are that she will 
have not a vacant stateroom or square 
foot of spare freight space when she takes 
her dejiarlure. Other mining districts 
are for the time neglected — (juartz min- 
ing, thesteady, systematic, businesa-like 
form of mining, does not possess the 
charm of the placers, and Texada, Koo- 
tenay and IJoundary are no longer 
names to conjure with. 

That other companies besides the C. 
P.N. are alive to tlie demands of the 
times ia evidenced by the fact that the 
steamer Portland :a to be retained in the 
Northern service for a time and the 
specially chartered Capilano is sailing 
frpm Vancouver to-morrow; and the 
Mexico, which, under ordinary circum- 
stances, would have been sent South for 
the winter, ia now advertised for another 
trip aortb-boand on Sunday next. 

The announcement of the 0. P. N. 
Co.'s decision to enter the field with the 
Islander was immediately followed by a 
report upon the Sound that the I'uget 
Sound I'i Alaska Steamship Co. would 
place both the City of Seattle — which 
has been tied up at Portland for some 
time — and the City of Kingston on the 
Northern route. Inquiry at the othce 
of I, A. Nadeau brought out the fact 
that Mr. Nadeau had discussed the sub- 
ject with the Northern Pacilic otliciala, 
who were in Seattle Sunday. Mr. 
Nadeau, when asked what the result of 
discuaaion had been, refused to 
alhrin or deny that tiie company would 
put on the Alaska route the two elegant 
teamera named. Each has a passenger 
capacity of 220 drst class and 100 second 
class, and accommodation for about 100 
tons of freight. 

A few nights ago Superintendent 
Trowbridge, of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company, stated that if the busi- 
ness justified it the steamship Willam- 
ette might be pressed into service, and 
that she could carry 1,000 second class 
passengers. When asked about it yes- 
terday. Superintendent L. K, Smith, of 
the Oregon Imj)rovement Company, 
stated that the scheme was practical 
enough. Goodall, Perkins i*c Co., of San 
Francisco, have a contract for operating 
the steamers of the Oregon Improve- 
ment Company, and they will probably 
do as they see fit. 

I |That these arrangements of the vari- 
ous transportation com|)auieB are justi- 
fied by the demand appears to be cer- 
tain, for a conservative estimate has 
been made that 20,000 strangers will 
swarm into Seattle alone during the ne x t 
mnnth, ready to take any boat that will 
set them down at the foot of a trail or 
within reachine distance of means to get 
into the mining districts of the upjjer 
river. 

Not only strangers — the residents of 
the Sound and of this city are not to be 
left behind. Many go with the sole pur- 
pose of making their fortunes by mining, 
anti are autlicieiuly confident in the re- 
sources of the Yukon and ita tributaries 
to take chances aa to the means by 
which to return. Others, however, are 
determined to make money from the 
ontset, and will take in stocks of clo- 
thing and provisions upon which proUlK

ALBERNI MILL RUN. 

A Gold Brick Worth Two Hundred Oollara 
Taken Oat of Two Tons of Ore. 

The trial shipment of two tons of Al- 
bcrni Consolidated ore which was sent 
tiJftlio Victoria Metallurgical Works for 
treatment lias turned out highly aatis- 
factory, as a nice little gold brick, the 
product of the clean-up yesterday, testi- 
fies. The weight ol the ore put through 
WHS ^,022 pounds, and the brick, which 
weighs 10)4 ounces, is worth between 
$180 and $200 according to its fineness, 
for which it will be tested to-day. The 
concei^trates and tailings come to $24.75 
besides, m that the amoant of gold in 
the ore was more than $100 a ton. 
This result was not from tha 
picked earn pies tjut from ore which did 
not ahow gold to the naked eye, and the 
shareholders are accordingly highly 
pleased in conse(iuence. 

A telegram from Alberni yesterday 
announced that the tunnel on the Chi- 
cago, the adjoining claim to the Alberni 
and also owned by the Consolidatetl 
Alberni Co., shows free gold in the 
ganguo aa well as in the pay streak, antl 
it was also stated that the north drift on 
the Alberni was in ore. All thia goes to 
prove that there is gold nearer home 
than the Yukon. 



Captain Chittenden Does Not Agree 
That They Were Contemporane- 
ous With the PLaraolis. 



Evilences of Their Ideaitlllcation 
With Existing: Native Tribes 
of the Soutli. 



Gaptnin Chittenden, the picturesque 
explorer and investigator, whoso con 
tributions form bo large and so interest- 
ing a part of the treasures of the pro- 
vincial museum here, is again a visitor 
in the city, having arrived from Lower 
California and Mexico on the 17th inst. 
He is still pushing his historical iuveeti- 
gationa with anabated zesal and vigor, 
having last winter penetrated the re- 
mote desert land of the wild Cocopah 
tribe who inhabit the California gulf 
region. The expedition was made by 
Ciipttiin Chittenden alone and unarmed, 
and reaulted most satisfactorily to the 
cause of science. 

The Oapteln came north on an ethno- 
logical mission and will return to Loa 
Angeles by the City of Puebla sailing 
Friday of this week. He is ut present 
eerioui-ly considering the exploration of 
the Yukon gokllields for the purpose of 
preparing a jiaiiiplilet thereon, and it 
will surprise no one to learn that he too 
has started for that great Arctic El Dor- 
ado. 

It will be remembered that Captain 
Chittenden was one of the lirst to give 
attention to the mysterioua cairns in the 
vicinity of Cadboro hay, where he also 
discovered the remarkable graven " r.iin 
god," which to the lover of the signs of 
ancient people is one of the greatest at- 
tractions of the locality. He does not 
express an opinion as to the race whose 
remains have lately been uncovered 
through the investigations of the Natur- 
al History Society, although be observes 
significanlly that many scientific inves- 
tigators seriously mar the value of their 
work by endeavoring to give to their dis- 
coveries the spice of novelty. Personally 
he has as yet seen uoevidence that would 
contirin him in the belief that a very an- 
cient, |)re-liistoric race at one time peo- 
pled Vancouver Island, as some are in- 
clined to believe in view of these recent 
diBCoveries. 

Aprojjoa, Captain Chittenden diflera 
positively from the Chicago scientists 
who have lately given publicity to their 
views concerning the famous cliff dwell- 
ers, whom they have pronounced a race 
contemporaneous with the I'liarnohs. Af- 
ter years of patient investigation Cap- 
lain Chittenden has come to the conclu- 
sion that this wonderful and macb talked 
of race was of comparatively recent ex- 
istence, being in fact the aneeators of 
the Motjiiis or Pueblos, driven to the 
clill'a by the incnrsiona of warlike enu- 
uiies. The heads of the vanished clili'- 
dwellers, he points out, arc decidedly j 
similar in shape to those of the nieiiilier,

A" former Commissioner of Lands 
and Works Gives His Ideas 
on Ways and Means. 



The House Slionld Be Convened and 
Ample Means Voted to Con- 
struct Boads. 



To THE EuiToii; — Article 20 of the 
Treaty of Washington provides inter 
alia " that the navieation of the rivers 
Yukon, Porcupine and Stikine ascend- 
ing and decending from to and into the 
sea shall forever remain free and open 
for the puri)0ses of commerce to the sub- 
jeuta of Her Britainnic Majesty, and to 
the citizens of the United States, sub- 
ject to any laws and regulations of 
either country within its own territory 
not inconsistent with such privilege of 
free navigation." 

The above extract is pregnant with 
great possibilities for the commerce of 
the Canadian coast cities in the North 
Pacific, viz: Victoria and Vancouver. 

Tha discovery of immenseljr rich de- 
posits of placer gold last year in the ter- 
ritory of Canada to the north of British 
Columbia was well known in thia city 
last winter, and cauped several people to 
journey in that direction last spring. 
The ground can be reached from the 
ocean by many routes, but the most 
available for the commerce of Victoria 
and Vancouver is the Yukon and the 
Stikine, which are both made free to 
our coninicrce by the Treaty of Waab- 
ington. The route by the Yukon to the 
mouth of the Klondyke takes at least 
six weeks, while that by the Stikine 
need not occupy over twenty-one days if 
a road of about 150 or 200 miles was con- 
structed from Telegraph Creek on the 
Stikine to Tealin lake. From that point 
it ia all water travel down stream by 
boat to the Klondyke. 

The moat valuable appropriation the 
Proviaciul government made last session 
was the small sum of $2,000 to open a 
trail from the Stikine to Teslin lake. 
The Chief Commissioner was wise in his 
choice of a trad builder when he put the 
money in the hands of Mr. John Call- 
breatli ,but the members of the executive 
unfortunately did not realise the im- 
portance to the province of energetic 
action when they decided to recommend 
so small an appropriation for such an 
important public work. The executive 
should have asked for at least twenty- 
live thousand dollars, or even more, if 
their engineers recommended it. 

A road should have been opened up 
that would have induced private enter- 
prise to put on ocean steamers to 
VVrangel ; river boats on the Stikine; 
and to build boats to run from Teslin 
lake to the Klondyke; had thia course 
been adopted (and there are gentlemen 
in this city who know I advocated it 
whilst the house was in session}, we 
would see to-day a marked contrast in 
our commerce. The government, last 
session, had an opportunity of a life- 
time, but were, unfortunately, absorbed 
in other matters and could not realize it. 

Everyone must now be convinced thiat 
the coming influx of miners and busi- 
ness men to the Klondyke will over- 
shadow anything experienced even in 
the golden days of California, the Fraser 
river or Cariboo. The influx Kooteuay 
has experienced thia year will not be in 
it, in comparison. The question arises. 
What ia lo ho done? Are our Coast 
merchants, who ouglit to control the 
immenae trade, to ait down, see it pass 
our door and read about it in the Seattle 
and San Francisco papers? 

I do not favor asking any government 
to expend public funds without the sanc- 
tion of the legislature. I am quite 
aware that public money has been ex- 
tensively so expended in the past; bat 
two wrongs do not make one right. 
There is, however, a proper method of 
procedure of which our rulers are no 
doubt full}' cognizant. If the legislature 
was convened and the government would 
recommend the repeal of all charter aub- 
sidies and concesaions granted last ses- 
sion ill the Gassiar district, and thecoiii- 
l)eneation of those persons who have ex- 
pended money under charters then 
granted, they would confer a lasting 
henelit upon the province, and if they 
could induce the government of Canada 
to tiike the eanie action aa regards tiie 
north of British Coliinihia, they would 
deserve the support of every well-wisher 
of Caiiatla. 

The trail bv the Stikine to the Teslin 
Lake which lias been partly opened this 
season under Mr. Call breath's super- 
viaion ought to be fully opened at once 
this summer, steamers placed upon the 
waters to the Klondyke, and the route 
as extensively advertised as our Seattle 
friends do their lavorite means of ac('eBB 
to our placer miiiea.

BEOWN'S EVIDENCE TAKEN. 

The Man Who Was Shot Last IBarch by 
Altken Tells Hi's Story. 

As George Brown, who waa shot on 
the 18th of March by John Aitlcen, is far 
too wealc to be moved into town, ic was 
decided to take bis deposition at his 
home in Beecher Buy, Accordingly the 
prisoner, in charp;e of provincial con- 
stables itkina and Bevan, was taken out 
to the wounded man's house, where 
Brown and Dr. Francis, a witness, were 
examined, Supt. Ilussey being present 
to watch the case for the Crown and 
Mr. George i'owell appearing for the 
defence. 

Brown in his evidence stated that on 
the I7th March ho had iiad some words 
with the accused because Aitken would 
not allow his wife (Brown's daughter) to 
Ro to m»8B. There was a row, in which 
Aitken was knocked down, hat after- 
wards the trouble was jjatcbed up and 
they parted friends. During the trouble 
ISrown's wife and children disappeared, 
and next morning when Aitken came 
over to Brown's place the lat- 
ter asked where ^Irs. Brown was. 
.•Vilkeii said he liid not know, but tliat 
evening an Indian natned C:i'i;ar told 
Brown his wife and children were at 
-Mtkuii's house. Jtrown accordingly 
rode over there, hitched up his horae at 
some distance from the house, and ap- 
proached the door. Several horses 
rushed out of the stable beside the 
liorse, and this excited the doga about 
the house, and they attacked Brown, 
fte picked up a limb of a tree to drive oil' 
the dogs, and going up to the door 
called out that he wanted bis wife and 
cliildren. He then knocked and repeat- 
ed his request, when a voice inside ask- 
ed what lie wanted. Some one then 
said "Take that," and then the shot 
came tlirougli the door and wounded 
him. 

In crosa-examination Brown said that 
the initial trouble between himself and 
the accused was that Aitken had allowed 
one of Brown's sons, against his father's 
request, to ride a niare. This mare fell 
on the boy resulting in his death. 
Aitken, Brown said, had never threaten- 
ed him. 

])r. l''rancis, to whose house Brown 
had gone after the shooting, was next 
examined and told how he had dressed 
the wound and had brought hi?'-, to 
town to the huspital. Brown stated to 
him that Aitken had done the shooting. 
The preliminary hearing will be con- 
tinued on Friday afternoon.

Although it is now several weeks since 
theeealing Bohooner Agaes Macdonald 
was wrecked on the Japanese coast, it 
was not until yesterday, when Captain 
Cutler and part of the crew of the lost 
craft arrived on the K.M.S. Empress of 
India, that the full story of the disaster 
was learned. Previously, all the infor- 
mation to hand came in a cable mesaage 
to the owners, which briefly stated that 
the schooner had been lost and that all 
hands had been saved, with the catch of 
•175 skins. No opportuuity Bubsequent 
to the sending of ms dispatch aroBO for 
the shipwrecked ones to send further 
news of their experiences from the time 
they beca^ie castaways until their ar- 
rival home. 

Tho Agnes Macdonald was Iieading for 
Arkislui for a fresh water supply at the 
time she was wrecked. It was on or 
about the '20th of last month, and the 
port she was heading for lay a 4S-hour 
sail distant from Hakodate. Strong 
tides prevail along the coast, and in 
order to strike a certain course leading 
in to the harbor the schooner had to 
head for a certain point near by and ex 
tending seaward a considerable distance. 
A dense fog overhung the waters and to 
await a favorable 'opportunity lor enter- 
ing the harbor the captain let go both 
anchors. This was at 10 o'clock at 
night. 

Early in the morning a sea got up, and 
the schooner rocked heavily — so heavily 
at timea that tho jib-boom would dip. 
With tiie sea the tide came, and the 
vessel was carried irresistible into the 
racing surf that threatened tho lives of 
all. The anchors were found to be on 
the hardest kind of bottom, and of 
course their work in the play was con 
sequently very insigniQcant. 

With difficulty everyone made a land- 
ing, and by hard efforts saved the catch 
and a good deal of the equipment, which 
they afterwards sold. They made their 
way to Artiisho, where they met people 
of another tongue, of peculiar manners, 
and apparently dense understanding. 
They could not make their wants known, 
and Japanese policemen, taking them 
in charge, brought them to what they 
were given to understand was the city 
hall. In tliis place they were jailed for 
twenty-four hours. 

Next day they were shipped aboard 
a steamer for Hakodate, and from the 
latter place they were sent on to Yoko- 
hama, whore the British consul gave 
them passage on tho Empress of India 
for Victoria. In the meanwhile tlioy 
dieted entirely on rice, and for several 
incidental journeys they were obliged to 
make found money through the disposal 
of some of their personal effects. On 
the Empress, Second Mate Cutler claims 
that they were badly used. He says 
the sailors had to pack their food from 
the galley to tbe third deck of the ship, 
and for three days, the first and coldest 
of the passase, they were refused even a 
blanket to cover themselves. Then they 
got one, and afterwards an extra one 
was given them. But all this treatment 
he attributes to the British Consul's as- 
sistant in Yokohama, who procured for 
them the poorest kind of transportation, 
not even securing for them the interme- 
diate comforts. 

" All this is all right now," said Capt. 
Cutler, " but when you know that the 
British Consul at Yokohama gets $75,000 
for covering just such cases as our,s, and 
when you come to think that wo pay this 
money through taxation, then this kind 
of thing is hard to endure."

I'BARY'S POLAR PARTY. . 

Their Departure for North Greenland— Plans 
foi- Establishment of Supply Base. 

Boston, July 19.— The steam sailing 
bark Hope, with Lieut. Bv E. Peary and 
party on board, bound for' North Green- 
land, left this port to-day. The object 
of the voyage is to establish a station at 
a northern point in Greenland, which 
shall be um\ as a base of supplies for the 
expedition in search of the north pole 
under Lieut. Peary. To this end a par- 
ty of Esquimaux will be established at 
the new settlement and will during tho 
next year be engaged in making pre- 
parations for Lieut. Peary's expedition. 

In the party which left here to-day 
were forty-three persons, including, be- 
sides Lieut, and Mrs. Peary and their 
daughter, their Forvants and the crew : 
Mr. and Mrs. H. J. Lee, of Meridian, 
Conn.; Kobert Stein, of the United 
States geological survey; J. D. Ag- 
gins, of Falls Church, Va., a taxid- 
ermist;, Dr. Frederick Schoen, sur- 
geon, Washington, D.C. ; several inves- 
tiKating parties, under the direction of 
C. H. Hitchcock, of Dartmouth, who 
will study glaciers and the relicts of the 
old Norse colonists from Iceland, and an- 
other from tho Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, under W. R. Porter, who 
will remain in the North through tho 
next winter to huut the big game of the 
country and bring back zoological speci- 
mens. There are also on board two re- 
presentatives of tlie National museum, 
who are expected to bring home several 
tons of fossil llora for various muEeums, 

Tho Hope will make direct for Syd- 
ney, C.B., where she will take on coal 
for the remainder of the voyage. The 
ship will skirt tbe coast of Greenland, 
dropping scientilic parties at various 
points and taking Lieut. Peary to White 
.Sound, where bis plans for establishing 
the lettlement will be carried out. 

Tho return voyage will begin, it is ex- 
pected, in about five weeks after the 
Hojie arrives, and the various parties 
will be picked up on the way back. 

A NAVAL DEilONSTEATION. 

United States Preparations for Showing 
Strength Upon tbe Water. ' 

New York, July 19. — A special to the 
Herald from Washington says: "With 
a view to having available for immediate 
service as many of the ships of the navy 
as possible. Secretary Long is consider- 
ing the advisability of placing the moni- 
tor Miantonomah in service. She was 
laid up in ordinary at League Island in 
1895, and since that time but little at- 
tention has been paid to the ship, ex- 
cept to make repairs from time to time. 
Secretary Long now intends to have the 
vessel put in thorough condition so that 
she can be ordered into reserve with the 
Columbia and Minneapolis. This means 
that a " short " crew with a full supply 
of stores and coal will be kept on board, 
and that she can be made ready for sea 
service within five days if the necessity 
arises. 

While department oflicials declare 
there is no signilicance in this move, the 
attitude of Japan with respect to Ha- 
waii and the Cuban trouble are suflicient 
to make the administration desire to be 
in good shape to meet any emergencies 
that may arise."

PI. M.S. AiUphion is to leave Esqui 
malt as soon as she can be got ready for 
sea, to take part in the Behring Sea 

patrol. It'is said that the United States 
government, hearing that only two Brit' 
ish men-of-war from this station were to 
be sent up to patrol the lisheries this 
year, complained that this would cause 
the sealers to think that the patrol was 
being abandoned to some extent, and 
asked if the admiralty could not send 
another vessel. As tbe Amphion is the 
only available ship, she is to be sent 
although, on account of her size, she is 
quite unsuitable. It was suggested that 
the Dominion steamer Quadra should be 
utilized, but she was busy on other 
duties. 

Tho Amphion will not leave until the 
beginning of next montli, as her roa 
chinery is undergoing extensive repairs 
after the voyage out from England. This 
p.itrolling business is a most expensive 
one for Great Britain, and it seems 
absurd that such large and powerful 
ships as the Amphion should have to be 
utilized for such work. It shows tho 
necessity for more small gunboats like 
the Pheasant on the station. 

H.M.S. Comus was sighted olF San 
Francisco last Stmday, so she ought soon 
to be in port. She was snccessfal in 
bringing ofT the shipwrecked crew of the 
Kiukora from Clipperton Island, but it 
ia not known yet whether she landed 
them at Acapulcoor is bringing them up 
here. 

THE IKDIA ARRIVES. 

Bright and early yesterday morning 
the pioneer of the Empress fleet, 0. P 
Marshall, R.N.E., commanding, arrived 
at quarantine from tbe Orient, having 
left Japan on tho 0th instant. Her trip 
across had been comparatively unevont 
ful, while the majority of fier 61 first 
class passengers were either returning 
missionaries or globe trotters. The most 
interesting passengers to Victorians, if 
no others, were Capt. Cutler and his crew 
of the lost sealer Agnes Macdonald, 
who are glad to be home again safe anil 
Bound, though sorry indeed to have lost 
their vessel, so long the pride of the 
Victoria lleet. In the steerage the Em 
press had some 375 Chinese immigrants, 
50 of whom were for Victoria ; the cargo 
was light — for an Empress — and in 
eluded 900 tons for overland points, with 
lie tons of silk, 100 tons for Victoria and 
50 tons for the Sound cities. The ship 
left quarantine for Vancouver at 2.30 
o'clock.
